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Romulus Profile: Randy Gear

In 1987, Randolph "Randy" Gear 
ranfor Romulus City Council because he 
felt that there was asegment of the City's 
population whose voice wasn't always 
heard. The Romulus native was success- 
fulin that initial bid fora Council seat and, 
subsequently, has been reelected twice 
— including a term as Mayor Pro Tem 
from 1989 to 1991. 

Said Gear, "Although it was my first 
involvement in the field of politics, | felt 
thatthe community needed a grass-roots 
representative.” 

A tall man, the 41-year-old Gear 
seems to have several outstanding per- 
sonality traits. In a recent interview, as 
we talked, it became apparent to me that 
Gear is a sincere, compassionate, and 
intense individual who thoroughly enjoys 
helping others, whether through City 
Council or by other means. Simply put, 
he's a nice guy. 

Said Gear, "| believe aperson should 
constantly strive to be mentally and physi- 
Cally fit. Also, a person should work hard 
to be balanced both spiritually and men- 
tally. What | try to do is to combine 
praying, working out, and reading inorder 
to reach this balanced state." 

To attain these personal goals, Gear 
regularly participates in 10,000-meterfoot 
races. Also, he has attended Romulus' 
St. Aloysius Catholic Church throughout 
his entire life. His educational background 
includes an associate's degree in com- 
mercial art from Washtenaw County 
Community College, completed in 1971; 
a bachelor of science degree in voca- 
tional education from the University of 
Michigan, from which he graduated in 
1973; and a master's degree in voca- 
tional education, with minors in fine arts 
and psychology, which he earned in 1978 
from the University of Michigan. 

When speaking to his formal educa- 
tion, Gear said, "Right now, | have 28 
hours toward my doctorate in education 
administration. My goalis to finish up my 
PhD within the next five years. 

"With my doctorate," he continued, "| 
could go into either educational adminis- 
tration or public administration... . . But, 
at this point, I'm still weighing out which 
field I'll enter." 

Regarding his role as a city council- 
man, | asked Gear to list three accom- 
plishments of which he is most proud. 

"First of all," he replied, "I'm very 
happy to have been instrumental in get- 
ting the people more involved with the 
City. This, | think, is mainly a result of 
affording our residents an opportunity to 
watch City Council meetings on cable 

Recent City developmentis the sec- 
ond achievement to which Gear pointed. 
Reconstruction and repavement of 
Romulus roads, he said, plus much devel- 


opmental legislation will, ultimately, affect 


the community in avery positive manner. 


"The third project with which I'm most 
happy," Gear added, "is the new Veteran's 
Memorial. When initial planning and 
preparation for the Memorial was being 
done, | was Mayor Pro Tem, and was 
able to get in on the ground floor of the 
project. 

"Overall," he added, "I feelthe Memo- 
rial gives our community agreat sense of 
pride. Andfor me personally, as amilitary 
man, I'mvery proud of, andpleased with, 
the Memorial." 

In 1985, Gear entered the US Army 
Reserve as a private, Grade E-1. Still 
serving today, Gear has been swiftly 
elevated to the rank of Staff Sergeant, 
Grade E-6. Currently stationed in Livo- 
nia as a Training Non-Commissioned 
Officer, Gear has won numerous military 
awards and citations. Included in these 
honors are the Army Achievement Award 
and the Bronze Marksman Badge, the 
latterof which he earnedat Fort Benning, 
Georgia. 

Stated Gear, "When | entered basic 
training, | was 34 years old. As the aver- 
age age was 18 or 19, | was actually 
older than most of my drill sergeants. But 
lfinished basic and, at one point, |worked 
as an illustrator in the Pentagon.” 

We then turned to Gear's career in 
the educational field. Since 1973, he has 
worked full-time as an artinstructor inthe 
Detroit Public Schools. Also, from 1981 
to 1991, Gear worked part-time, teach- 
ing evening classes for the Dearborn 
school system. 

Gear's students at Detroit's Pershing 
High School have garnered many art 
awards from the Detroit Institute of Arts. 
Most recently, his students have painted 
the Pershing High School mascot — the 
Doughboy — at the center of the School's 
basketball court. 

"| really enjoy working with students," 
Gear said. "| like to see them grow and 
mature. Plus, it's very rewarding when a 
former student comes back and says 
that you played a large part in his, or her, 
life and career. Actually, for me, that 
gratification is better than a paycheck." 

Gear's excellence in the teaching 
profession was clearly evidenced when, 
in the 1986-1987 school year, he was 
selected as Detroit's Teacher of the Year. 
As a result of that award, he was then 
judged by Wayne County to be the 
County's Teacher of the Year as well. 

"Itwas allvery exciting," smiled Gear. 
"Receiving the Wayne County award 
enabled me to go to Lansing to compete 
forthe State Teacher of the Year award." 

The competition consisted of approx- 
imately 10 teachers who were selected 
from throughout the State. In the final 
judging, Gear placed second — which, 
considering that there are 10,000 teach- 
ers Statewide, is obviously an outstand- 


ing achievement and honor. In addition 


to all this, Gear was included in that

year's edition of Who's Who in America. 


Since 1987, Gear has been a mem-. 


ber of Romulus’ Environmental Task 
Force. Other clubs and organizations to 
which he belongs include the Phi Delta 
Kappa fraternity, a University of Detroit 
educational organization. Also, Gearisa 
Prince Hall Mason at Detroit's Masonic 
Hall, as well as a 32nd-degree Mason at 
the Wolverine Consistory Chapter, also 
located in Detroit. 

The Wayne County Youth Organiza- 
tion is yet another group to which Gear 
belongs. Established by Wayne County 
Commissioner Edward McNamara, the 
agency is involved with helping area 
youths in several aspects of their lives. 

When asked how he would serve the 
community if nota member of City Coun- 
cil, Gear stated, "I'd be working with 
youth in some capacity. | feel that they 
are our future, and |I'd do whatever | 
could." 

And, indeed, Gearserves the young- 
sters of Romulus even now. Annually, he 
organizes a local, summer youth-group 
that plays baseball, goes to circuses, 
and partakes in other such functions. 
Gear feels that this type of group can 
instill value and pride within the children. 

Additionally, throughout the year, he 
delivers motivational speeches to vari- 
ous youth organizations. In his talks, 
Gear stresses the importance of staying 
in school, avoiding drugs, and in setting 
career goals. 

Gear is single, and presently lives 
with Mary, his 80-year-old mother, and 
Richard, his 58-year-old brother. His 
mother is a retired psychiatric nurse, 
while Richard is a cook at Van's Place, a 
Dearborn restaurant. 





Gear also has an older sister, 
Gwendolyn, a widow who lives with her 
two children in Plains, Georgia. Gwen- 
dolyn's late husband grew up with former 
President Jimmy Carter, and her father- 
in-law was once employed at Carter's 
peanut factory. 

Gear's father, Randolph, diedin 1965 
when Randy was in eighth grade. His 
father worked as a welder for Ford Motor 
Company and also owned a party store 
on Wayne Road in Romulus. 

Although art is Gear's first love, he 
also enjoys reading and traveling. When 
possible, he'll visit the Detroit Institute of 
Arts or the Toledo Museum. In general, 
Gear said, he likes doing creative things 
that can be transferred, and used, in 
everyday living. 

Insummingup his City Council work, 
Gear said that he wishes to be the best 
possible councilman that he can be. 

"| want to continue helping people 
and being a voice for them," he added. 
"Being on Council has opened doors for 
me to areas that | previously cou!dn't 
reach. It's enabled me to grow as a 
person, and also to help others by direct- 
ing them to agencies where they can 
learn how to help themselves.” 

Randy Gear is a man about whom 
you can't say enough good things. He's 
a man who serves Local youths, his 
students, his City, his Nation, and his 
God, and even serves himself by main- 
taining a physical and mental fitness. 
Also, Randy Gear obviously has an enor- 
mous amount of energy, as he's able to 
fulfill all his professional and community 
service commitments. I'm glad | had the 
opportunity to meetthe man. @

Where Will Your RJHS Student Be 
Attending School in January?

off about various topics of concern to 
them and other members of the commu- 
nity.

The first Junior High parent meeting 
of the school year was held on Tuesday, 
October 13, at 7 p.m. The Junior High 
has astudent population of approximately 
625 students this year. Less than five 
parents showed upto the parent meeting 
on October 13. Does this show their lack 
of concern as to what happens with their 
children at school? Did none of them 
take the time to read the school schedule 
sentto them? Do any ofthem really know 
what we're about? 

No, this isn't elementary school PTO, 
and we're not going to try and rope them 
into helping to sell candy, or help with 
Santa's secret workshop and book sales. 
Our main project of the year is the end- 
of-the-school-year honors banquet for 
the students who have excelled all year. 

Yes, we do discuss any problems or 
concerns that parents or students might 
have during the school year. On Tues- 
day, we discussed the possibility of help- 
ing the freshmanclass atthe High School 
by providing financial support toward the 
building of their Homecoming float. But 
our main discussion was about whether 
or not the Junior High School building will 
be ready for our students in January. As 
parents, we were assured that relocating 
our children to WCCC would help to 
advance the construction at the Junior 
High — but, instead, there seems to be a 


construction slow-down. If WCCC re- 
sumes Classes next semester, our stu- 
dents will have to go at least part-time 
back to the Junior High School building, 
whether it's ready or not. 

There was also discussion regard- 
ing the change from"Junior High School" 
to "Middle School." This would involve 
the students being involved in the "team 
teaching" approach to education versus 
a traditional teaching approach. Teach- 
ers would work in teams with sections of 
students, allowing them to better coordi- 
nate their efforts. This form of teaching 
has been very successful in surrounding 
school districts. The teachers and ad- 
ministrators of the Junior High School 
have been working to set this up for 
several years. They are only waiting for 
final approval by the School Board. 

Our final discussion concerned how 
to get more parents involved in the Jun- 
ior High School. How many parents have 
actually taken the time to see where their 
children spend the majority of their day, 
who they spend their day with, and what 
influence they have on their children? 
This includes both teachers and other 
students. Every parent shouldtry tocome 


to one dance. Chaperoning a Junior High 


dance canbe areal eye-opener. Before, 
you had to watch where the boys had 
their hands. Now you have to watch the 
girls' hands as well, along with what type 
of dance they're doing. 

The next parents’ group meeting is 
Tuesday, November 10, at 7 p.m. We will 
be meeting at the Junior High building to 
tour the construction. Mr. Art McPharlin 
and a construction-team representative 
willbe there to answer our questions and 
conduct a tour of the construction.
